Chicago, Jan. 3.—Thirty five fire en­ 
gines and fou r tru cH companies, to­ 
gether with half a dozen police am ­ 
bu lances and patrol wagons, were or­ 
dered to a fire iu the heart of the 
Fnion Stockyards, at Exchange ave­ 
nu e and Ada street. 
Chief Seyferlich and Assistant Chief 
O'Connor arrived in au tomobiles and 
personally directed tho fight on the 
flames. 
Tlie loss was 
reported 
to 
have 
reached $500,000 and the lire Is not 
yet fu lly u nder control. 
The whole 
stockyards district is said 
to 
be 
threatened. 
The flames had spread to the tep* 
story cooperage plant „standing next ! ahliiped by 
to the warehou se. 
Firem en of engine 1 
companies No. 59, 53 and 50 were 
on top of this bu ilding a t the time 
and were driven down their ladders 
by a wave of flame which seemed to 
sweep over the whole bu ilding. 
At 
the same tim e the sou th wall of the 
warehou se fell with a 
g reat 
crash, 
flinging a clou d of cinders into the 
air. 
Chief Seyferlich began 
to re­ 
ceive reports that the w ater pressu re 
was ru nning low. 
A nu m ber of en­ 
gines were made u seless. 
Starts in Swift’* Wareho use. 
The fire started in warehou se No. 
3, a five-story brick bu ilding, 200 feet 
« •do by 300 feet long, owned by Swift 
& Co. 
The flames appeared to have 
had I heir origin in the center of the 
bu ilding, and when the first of the 
fire companies arrived it was fou nd 
that, althou gh smoke was pou ring In 
great volu me from the roof, tho flames 
themselves cou ld not be reached ex­ 
cept by breaking down a nu mber of 
doors. 
Earlier there had been a somewhat 
similar fire in warehou se No. 29, also 
owned by Swift 
& Co. 
This is lo 
rated at 
Forty-second 
and 
Laflin 
streets. 
The blaze there was qu ickly 
extingu ished. 
Firemen Handicapped by Co ld. 
There was no lack of water pres­ 
su re, bu t tho firemen were 
hand! 
capped by the cold. 
W ater froze al­ 
most as soon as it fell and within five 
minu tes after they had gone into ac­ 
tion the firemen at the nozzles were 
covered from head to foot with ifieJes. 
There was a constant danger that the 
walls of the bu ilding wou ld lie blown 
ou t by tho heating and expanding of 
the 
air 
confined 
in 
cold 
storage 
rooms.

BRIBERY CHARGE MADE 


Warden at Atl anta Peni ten­ 
ti ary Accuses Morse. 


Say s Ex -Banker Offered Him Half o f 
Receipts Fro m $2 ,0 0 0 Gas 
Sto ck Deal. 


Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 3.—Warden W. M. 
Moyer of thf* federal penitentiary in 
Atlanta, made a formal statem ent de­ 
claring that Charles W. Morse, the 
convicted New York banker, had of­ 
fered him w hat he constru ed to be 
a bribe shortly after Morse became a 
prisoner in the institu tion. 
He said ho refu sed it and so noti­ 
fied Attorney General Wickersham. 
Moyer’s statem ent was a sequ el to 
the pu blication in a local paper that

Morse’s alleged bad treatm ent in tin* 
prison probably wou ld be made.

2.— Progres­ 
sive Republican* of Ohio have formed 
a permanent organization and adopt' ! 
a declaration of progressive principles, 
but voted 52 to 32 not to give their 
indorsement to Robert M. Da Fyllette 
as a candidate 
for 
the presidential 
nomination. 
After refusing tho indorsement of 
the league, the delegate* voted, fcl to 
11, In favor of a resolution, as a per­ 
sonal expression 
of 
the 
delegate), 
naming Senator La Follette as ‘‘the 
living embodiment of the principles of 
the progressive movement, and the 
logical candidate to carry them to suc­ 
cessful fruition.” 
The vote came after a three houis 
debate on the floor of the convention, 
and was on the adoption of an amend­ 
ment to the report of the resolutions 
committee, which had been 
unani­ 
mously in favor of not naming a can­ 
didate.

A declaration of principles adopted 
unanimously was 
substantially

one prepared by a committee appoint­ 
ed a t* meeting of Progressives of tho 
western reserve. 
On the question of 
national polities, it followed the line 
of the platform adopted by the Pro­ 
gressive conference in Chicago. 
It declared for a sul sluntial nnd 
equitable revision of the tariff, sched­ 
ule by schedule, "preserving tho pro­ 
tective tariff principle, the measure of 
which shall be the difference In wages 
and raw 
material 
at 
home 
and 
abroad.” 
To this end 
a non-port Iran 
tariff 
board with full power to compel tes 
timony and to report to congress was 
advocated. 
A revision of the Sherman law was 
suggested In the second paragraph 
Other planks of the platform 
de­ 
clared for popular election of Hutted 
States senators, the Pinchot Roosevelt 
conservation policy, a national income 
tax graduated upward, and the aboli­ 
tion of needles* public positions. 
I>urlng the debate Senator 
Works 
demanded that Roosevelt declare him­ 
self.

There are often times when it la 
not advisable to fill the teeth with 
the durable, permanent fillings, and in 
these cases the plastics, cement and 
gutta-percha, are generally used as 
temporary

the filling cannot last, and this also is 
called a temporary filling. 
One of the great fields for tempor 
ary filling is in the teeth of children.

it is a hardship to Doth the child and 
to the dentist, and it is a wonder that 
there is as much success as there is 
in this direction. 
If the parents only knew that the 
proper time to take the child to the 
dentist was at the age of two, that at 
this age little metallic fillings could 
be inserted without pain, and the fill­ 
ings would last, 
usually 
until 
the 
teeth were lost, that the expense and 
trouble that this early visit to the 
dentist would be as nothing to the 
expense and trouble coming from its 
neglect, then certainly 
there 
would 
come a time when very few tempor­ 
ary fillings would be Inserted in chil­ 
dren’s teeth. 
People in ill health often have tem­ 
porary work done until such time a.s 
they are able to have permanent fill 
frigs inserted. 
At such times, indeed, 
it often happens that the plastic tem­ 
porary fillings preserve the teeth bet­ 
ter than the durable metallic perma­ 
nent ones. 
This is due to the abnor­ 
mal condition of health. 
When possible, permanent work is 
to be preferred, as the 
dentist 
will 
trim the margins of the cavity a little 
larger each time he replaces the fill­ 
ing, until he has 
so 
enlarged 
the 
cavity that It cannot longer be filled 
In sensitive teeth it Is often advis­ 
able to insert a temporary filling for 
a short period in order to discover 
whether the tooth will stand filling 
without disturbance, as In 
case 
of 
trouble tho temporary filling Is easily 
removed. 
When through lack of time, as In 
case of a sudden journey, it is nee 
essary for one to have temporary re­ 
lief a plastic filling is also advisable. 
The great difficulty In 
temporary 
work Is that the patient soon forgOts 
that it is only intended for a short 
time, and neglects to return as soon 
as he should. 
By such neglect the 
teeth are oft* n ruined, and therefore 
it is a safe rule to go by “ to never 
resort to temporary work unless con­ 
ditions oblige us to.”

FILLING TEETH WITH CEMENT 


Plastic Mass Cannot Be Classed As 
Permanent, but It Has Many 
Advantages.

Nearly every one, at some time in 
his 
life, 
has 
had a cement filling 
placed in a tooth, and jet to most 
people tho subject of cement fillings 
is a hazy one. 
Many confuse this fill 
ing with amalgam, porcelain and gut­ 
tapercha, and while it may have char­ 
acteristics akin to these three, yet it 
Is of an entirely different order. 
Those who wish their teeth attend­ 
ed to inti lllg'-ntly can do no better 
than to investigate the merits of the 
different kinds of filling, for although 
it is tho usual thing to leave this mat­ 
ter to the dentist, there is a great 
deal of truth in the proverb about two 
head« being better than one. 
Cements usually consist of a powder 
and a liquid, which, when well mixed 
together with a spatula, will produce 
a plastic mass that in time will be­ 
come hard. 
Those who have ever 
watched workmen laying a concrete 
curbing will see this process on a 
large scale. 
If cements were only durable they 
would make the ideal filling, for they 
present many desirable 
characteris­ 
tics. 
Among these may bo mentioned 
the ease of matching the color of the 
tooth, the sticky quality, which adds 
strength to the tooth, the low cost, 
the ease nnd quickness of insertion, 
and the fact that the tootli filled with 
cement needs less cutting than when 
other materials are used. 
Even if cement cannot be classed
